Belong to Political Parties/ 
Âvers Visiting Lectui;eL 



Must Know Facts 
About Civil War, 
States Dr. Koo 



"Now, as the people are talking 
about the civil war in China, there 
arc certain facts which they need 
to know. The first fact is that poli- 
tical parties in China, while gain- 
ing in importance, do not occupy 
the same place there as political 
parties do here," stated Dr. T. Z. 
Koo at the S.C.M. House last night 
In answer to The Daily's question on 
the present slluatiori in China. 

"For instance," he continued, "if 
we added the membership of all the 
political parties In China, the total 
would amount to just one per cent, 
of the whole populatlon." 

He also added that the difficulty 
between the Chungking government 
and the Communists Is not that their 
political programs are so very dif- 
ferent but that the Communists are 
not only a political party, but also 
a rebel government In. the territory 
of the national government with a 
separate army, capital, and cur- 
rency. His opinion Is that the clash 
in China Is quite overrated. 

Dr. Koo's' lecture schedule is a full 
one. Tonight at 8.30 p.m. he holds 
open house at .the S.CJtI. building 
and will iipeak on "Christian Forces 
In China." TWs meeting Is spon- 
sored by "the S.C.M. and the Chinese 
Students' Association of Montreal. 

Tomorrow he speaks to the McGill 
students, first at Dawson at 1.30 
p.m., and later here In the Union 
Ballroom at 8. His talk, "China 
today," concerns that country's stu- 
dents and their sufferings during 
the past few years.

Rotary Hears Vivian 
On Social Medicine 

The chief barrier to progress In 
public health lies in a lack of an 
derstanding and interest on the 
part of the public. Such was the 
theme of the address given by Dr. 
Percy Vivian, the director of So- 
clar Medicine at McGIlL The meet 
ing was that of the Rotary Club, 
and was held in the Mount Royal 
Hotel. 

Only Insofar as people are ac 
quainted with the nature of com 
munlcable disease Is it able to be 
controlled. Hence, health education 
is necessary, and It should be con' 
trolled by a public health group. 

School children and industrial 
groups would make good starting 
points for such training, but the 
emphasis should be on long term 
planning for the benefit of the 
whole community. 
. Dr. Vivian pointed out that Mc 
Gill leads Canada as the pioneer 
university in social medicine.

Only student who has been 
through the two Great Vfaa, grey- 
haired Albert Engelhard Is continu 
ing his studies at MacDonald, and 
is the oldest student there. Taking 
a course In agriculture, he is bene- 
fiting from the Government's grants 
to veterans. 

Demobilized recently, he was In 
both the U.S. and Canadian army, 
and enlisted because his son did. 
"I glossed over my years a bit, and 
hoped for the best" Scheduled to go 
overseas, he was prevented from 
doing so by an accident which kept 
him In hospital at the time his unit 
set ;saU.* Instead, he was given a 
(}esk job In MJ>. 4, MontreaL 

His aon, in the American army, 
was in tiie fighting in North Af- 
rlea,' and was killed: at Blzerte. 

Albert Engelhard, a Major in the 
American; army in the first World 
War, when demobilized this time, 
worked fôr a while In construction 
with the U.S. Navy until civilians 
replaced men In uniform. His next 
Job was with the Pineapple Re- 
search Institute at the Agricultural 
Experimental Station at the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii. Finding his 
knowledge a bit short on technical 
matters, he decided to implement 
It at Macdonald College.

Vet Family Allowance 
Non-taxable Income 

Veterans are not to consider 
money received under the Family 
Allowances Act as a part of their 
taxablé income. This is to prevent 
reduction of veterans' benefits by 
this supplementary 'source of in- 
come. 

Among these benefits Is the 40 
dollars a veteran gets on entering 
the university. It Is felt that taxing 
a veteran who is continuing his 
studies and carrying the respon 
sibllity of a family would defeat the 
purpose of government payments to 
ex-soldiers. Besides the college en 
trance allowance, other grants 
whose usefulness would be can- 
celled by taxation on family allow 
ances are allowances paid to non' 
pensionable veterans of World War 
I, and compassionate allowances.

"Science and the Race Prob- 
lem," 'Brain, Mind and Personali- 
ty," "The Direction of Science," 
"Television, Now and Tomorrow," 
"The Canadian North,". and "The 
Structure of our Universe." > 

A certain number of seats will be 
reserved for subscription-takers at 
the rate of $2.00 per season, and ar- 
rangements can be made with Fred 
Barton in the Engineering Build- 
ing, or in room 2S7 in the Blolog}- 
Building. 

Herewith Is a. summary of the 
tint few lectures, with short biog- 
raphies of the speakers:

30. He has studied at Prague and 
at Paris, where he received his doc- 
torate of medicine In JB30.. He later 
specialized ln;.;Dermàtplogy and 
Veneral Dlsease^]conî1n8^jCjm 
in 1S30 to conttntiel'hls' research. 
He is at present a physician in the 
Royal Victoria Hospital and a lec- 
turer at this university. 

The next lecture on.l'Science and 
the 'Race Problcm,"..will...be given 
on Friday Jan. 27 by-Dr. Qene Weîf- 
fish. Dr. Weilti'sh is Using her . sci- 
ence to militate against .master-race 
theories, and she has become known 
OS co-editor of the book "Races of 
Mankind," of which more than 7,000 
copies have been sold. She is at 
present an instructor in the Depart- 
ment of Anthropology at. Columbia 
University. . • - 

The director of Neuro-psychlatric 
Research at the Allen Memorial In- 
stitute, Dr. Karl Stem, will deliver 
the third lecture on "Brain, Mind 
and Personality" on the first day of 
February. Dr. Stem graduated 
from Frankfort University and was 
attached to the Beseardt 'Institute 
of Psychiatry in Munich until he 
came to London, in 1936, to the Na- 
tional Hospital for nervous diseases. 
From there he moved to the Ver- 
dun Proles;ant Hospital where he 
stayed, until the opening of the In- 
stitute of which he Is now a mem- 
ber brought him to McGIll in 1044.

Petition Premier

Students Maintain 
Conditions at College 
Unsuitable for Study 

Winnipeg, Nov. 6. — The Junior 
Division of the University of Mani 
ioba has laid a petition before the 
premier of Manitoba, representing 
that the conditions In the section 
of the University which is In the 
city are unsuitable for study. 

Sponsored by the Broadway Cam- 
pus Committee, the petition was 
made available to all students, and 
all those In the Junior Division 
were asked to sign. 

The petition read as follows: 

We, the undersigned students at 
the Broadway site of the University 
ot Manitoba desire to register our 
dlsatlsfactlon with the physical con- 
ditions under which we are attend- 
ing classes. 

Hie congestion of classrooms and 
insiifficlent accommodation for 
study and meals Is deplorable. The 
fire hozard is by no means slight,, 
and the present ventilation is de- 
cidedly unhealthy. The faculty, la- 
bourlng under such handicaps de- 
serves high commendation, but we 
feel that these conditions are unfair 
to them and us In the interests of 
successful study. 

We are fully aware of difficulties 
that must be faced, but we demand 
the following necessary, and, we be- 
lieve, reasonable improvements Im- 
mediately: 

1. The Canteen enlarged, stocked 
and staffed to serve students with 
appetizing and Inexpensive refresh- 
ments.. 

2. The- janitorial staff increased 
and sanitary conditions improved. 

3. More lockers supplied, and if 
this is impossible, hooks for coats 
attached to the back walls of class- 
rooms. 

4. Additional drinking water 
fountains ' installed and kept in 
working order. 

5. Alr-conditioncrs installed In 
the library, and ventilation gen- 
erally Improved.

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Help Is (Needed 



There arc over 1,000 women students atMcGill 
tliis year. Eight hundred of these students arc 
not participating in the Women's Union Volun- 
tary Services Program, nccording to tho Women's 
Union enrollment committee. Since tho urgent 
need for hundreds of hospital aides has been 
widely advertised, and since it is well known that 
voluntary workers of all sorts are desperately 
desired for community and war work, it seems 
that McGill women feci that the war is over, 
and the peace already won. • 

A state of apathy apparently exists among 
women students. We have not yet begun to 
build for peace, yet if enrollment figures of .the 
only Women's Service Program on the campus 
are indicative of future interest, McGill women 
do not play to play an active role in the post- 
war world. The better world which was so easy 
to imagine and work for, when there were not 
five men to every girl on the campus, has dim- 
inished in importance. 

For five years, all our activities have been 
geared for war. For five years, there have been 
few formal dances and no intercollegiate football. 
Thousands of men and women experienced the 
war in the form of torture and death. But now 
the restraint of the past five years is forgotten, 
and at present, wo have substituted a wail of 
remorse for an absent school spirit, and con- 
structive thought and action. 

During the war any person who was not con- 
tributing in some way to the total war effort had 
no ploco in our wartime scheme of things. A 
blood infusion might save some man's life. A war 
bond purchase him equipment. *ii our own hos- 
pitals, overworked nurses were relieved by aides, 
and occupational therapy was taught to students 
who wished to aid in the veteran rehabilitation 
program. This work still remains to be done. 
Men and women are still homeless. The lot of 
Europe contrasts heortrendlngly with our own 
peace and plenty, but we refuse to make the 
contrast. 

It may bo difficult to fit voluntary service, 
which somehow was naturally part of women's 
schedules during the war, ' into the found of 
dances, football games, and the general carefree 
college days. College spirit has become a matter 
of a cheering attendance at football games. It is 
not generally recognized that tho student who 
devotes only a small amount of time weekly to 
some voluntary work indioates a school spirit 
as active, if less vooiferoug, than that of the 
football cheerer. 

We have entered the post>war period— good 
resolutions have been made and must be kept. 
The better worid which was part of all our 
thought of the future depends on the youth of 
today. The greatest contribution naturally ought 
to come from the trained men and women who 
will emerge from colleges ànd universities all 
over the world. ■ If they cannot become active 
participants in a worid reconverted to peace, that 
better worid will result in Worid War Three. 

Where are the girls who participated so rèadlly 
in the Red Cross Corps? Where are the girls 
who would have signed up with the Corps if we 
were still engoged in war? Surely it is not too 
much to ask that the urgent requests of our own 
hospitals be answered by McGill women. Let 
the accusation never be levelled ot 800 women 
that tiicy have allowed nn excellent war effort 
degenerate to a çoor peacetime program, and tlint 
they are rcmaihing completely inactive when the 
need for thek> services is greater than ever, '

Zlno Francescatti was the soloist 
in the Bach Violin Concerto In A 
major which followed the Haydn.

The text ot tho Balfour Declara- 
tion Is misquoted by Mr. Gordon. 
Here Is the text, excluding the 
preamble. - "His Majesty's Govern- 
ment view with favour the estab- 
lishment In Palestine of a National 
Home for the Jewish people and 
will use their best endeavours to 
facilitate the achievement ot that 
object, it being understood that 
nothing shall be done which may 
prejudice the civil and religious 
rights of existing non-Jewish com- 
munities in Palestine, or the rights 
and political status enjoyed by the 
Jews in other countries." 

The Introduction by Mr. Gordon 
of the words "national homeland" 
is contradictory to fact and has an 
altogether different meaning from 
"National Home", the words actual- 
ly used. The word 'home' is pec- 
uliar , to the Snglish language and 
means home and not country, which 
meaning seems to have been given 
it by rising Jewish nationalism. In 
speaking of tho Declaration, we 
must remember that the Zionists 
seemed to have felt that only under 
Great Britain could they best 
achieve their ends since it was Or. 
Nahum "Sokolow, who as Head ot 
(he Zionist Delegation pressed for 
the British Mandate for Palestine." 
(Sir Ronald Storrs). ' 

"The BriUsh Colonial Office was 
accustomed to working with servile 
and Illiterate natives". If this be 
indeed Mr. Gordon's idea of Colo- 
nial peoples, I am afraid that he is 
somewhat mistaken. He seems to 
have fallen into the rather common 
fallacy that Colonials are all serv- 
ile and - illiterate and that people 
who arc not aggressive and ill- 
mannered are not civilized. Also, if 
by 'we' in "we to whom is entrust- 
ed the historic torch of learning" is 
meant the Western Hemisphere, 
this statement seems a bit presump. 
lious. 

British Justice has a very difficult 
job in bond, because despite Zionist 
contentions' there, are certain people 
called Arabs who through no fault 
nt their own happen to live In Pa- 
lestine. Until Jews and Ara^s come 
to some agreement justice must be 
administered, if necessary firmly, 
to prevent nnarchy. For this reason 
Great Britain has strengthened her 
troops in Palestine and is preparing

The Regina Rcsnlk concert this 
Friday night, vi-hich opens the Stu- 
dents Subscription Series, promises 
to be particularly interesting and 
enjoyable. The program chosen by 
Miss Resnik is one which gives 
every possible scope to her out- 
standing vocal abilities and will 
consist of a group ot German lieder, 
a group . ot French songs, several 
operatic arias, Gypsy songs by 
Dvorak, and finally four numbers 
by modern composers. 

Miss Resnik will open the con- 
cert with the "Unglucchsd'ge" of 
Felix von Mendelssohn, a aria writ- 
ten in the Romantic Classicist style 
of the last century. This is a sug- 
gestive and beautiful piece of 
muaic, permeated with poetic fancy 
and with a delicate vein of senti- 
ment throughout The fresh tuneful- 
nes,s individuality and charm of 
Mendelssohn's songs are well known 
to . concert goers and have made 
them preferred to many of his 
more serious works. 

Second on the program wilt be 
"Verbergenheit" by Hugo Wolf. 
This - German composer ot the 
nineteenth century was greatly in- 
fluenced by the Wagnerian school 
and there is much in his work 
reminiscent of the master. Although 
he has attained some degree of 
fame in other fields ot composi- 
tion, he Is remembered most vivid- 
ly for his songs based on the poems 
of Goethe. He had an astonishing 
faculty for expressing In music 
every conceivable variety of 
emotion or character suggested in 
(he poem and for reproducing the 
cast of mind ot tho poet and a 
genius and sympathy which en- 
abled hhn to enter into «very 
phase of human psychology. 

"Hans and Grele" by Gustav 
Mahler and "Mat dlch die liebo 
B*eruehrt" by Joseph Marx will also 
be sung in the group ot German 
pieces. 

Four songs by French composers 
will occupy the second part of the 
concert "Aimon's Nous!" by Saint 
Saens Is typical ot the style he used 
In the composition of "Samson and 
Delila"— pure music; divorced from 
too mueh emotion and difficult ot 
i^ndltlon. The elegant lines, har- 
monious colors and beautiful suc- 
cession of chords unit with melodic 
Inspiratlon'jtblmake his songs some 
ot the most exquisite ever composed 
for voice. 

"Tout Deux" by Reynolds Hahn Is 
exemplified by the charm and ele- 
gance of all his work, and "Chanson 
Triste" by Henri Ouparc is one of a 
group of sixt^n^Rgs based upoh 
texts from v^^mH^rary 19th cen- 
tury poet^lMHHIh I,anurrtlne, 
Which '.cbnWn'î* perfect unity of 
.poetic sentiment and musical ex- 



pression, and upon which his fame 
chiefly rests.

Dvorak was one of 
the Raders of the great nationalist 
movement in Czechoslovakia dur- 
ing the last .century and following 
in the path'of Sniètana, he compoS' 
ed much of his work from the in- 
spiration of folk-music. His music 
is colorful, often exuberant, and 
overflowing with fresh and vital 
splrIt;The well-known "Songs My 
Mother Taught- Me,'' is one of his 
ZigcunerU'edeifJor Gypsy Songs.

Now, I realize perfectly well that 
there are those among my readers 
who may question the facts which 
I have laid before them, who may 
doubt! that Pericles'/ and Aspasla 
really did play , pool during that 
Marathon of which I speak— or, for 
that matter, that they played pool 
at all.

But to these sceptics I may 
reply g^nUy but firmly that since 
the inscription bad been previously 
translated Into Sanskrit, they may 
rest convinced of '.he absolute ver-
